But happily, 
the news £iven Mr. Murphy was not 
as bad as he had expected for he had 
ferfred that the boy having been l.Jd- 
ly burned might have lost his sight, 
or had been fatally injured.

' Informed, however, that while Charles 


may lose some of his toes, and while 
badly burned, he will recover and that 
as soon as he has recovered sufficient- 
ly he will bo sent back 
lo 
Canada. 


He w.is called to Canada as the war 
department considered him a depend- 
ent upon his son, which he is not. 
While in CanVda Mi'. Murphy 
visited 


his brothers ift Montreal and 
learned 
that there are seven o( the Murphy 
family serving In the Canadian army 
across the seas, his own son and six 
of his brother'^ boys. He is a veteran 
of the Northwest Rebellion, 
himself,

Speaking of conditions In Canada, 


Mr. Murpiiy said: "It is really pitiful 
to see the young boys who are now
